Norwics, Sept. #.—The whaling schooner
Cornella has arrived at New London from Cum
berland Inlet, with three men belonging to Dr.
C. F. Hall's expedition in search of Sir John
Franklin, Dr. Hall is a passenger on board the
ship Ansel GIbbs, for New Bedford. He has a
pumber of articles belonging to Sir John Frank
lin, Including some spoons sud a chronometer
box. He was algo sueeessful in finding the
skeletong of many of his men, and the remains
of several of their boats,

The ekeletons and other relics were fonnd at
King Willlam's Laud. The Cornelia brings an
ancher found at the extreme wvorth, marked E.
8., 1778, which is supposed to have belonged to
the first explorers. Dr. Jall found a native,
whoclaimed to know all wbout the party. Hesays
the ship was stove, and the crew took to thelr
boats and went ashore, where their provisions
wore exhausted and they died from starvation.
The ice and snow prevented Dr, Hall from
making full explorations, and he will return
next summer and still further prosecute the
pearch, The Ansel Gibbe will nrrive in a doy
ar two.

The conservative action have opposed all or-
ganized concert of actlon In the Republican
party. It is believed that the reason for this
action is found in the fact that altbongh the De-
mocrate will not openly aftillate with the con-
servitive Republicans, many Democratic papers
advocate the election of A, J. Hamilton for Goy-
ernor. Some of them place his name at the head
of their papers: others do not annonuce his
pame, but support him,

The conservative Republicans who pretend,
especlally when lo Washington, to stand on the
Reconstruction laws of Congress, nevertheless

come right to Texas, and In thelr distriet con-
ventlons nominute men to office who eannol
*|tl-'\111}' according 1o thedse very laws., (Exame

ples ave Stribling, of SBan Antonio, for Congress,
nud MeFariand, of Austin, for State Senate),

They denounce such men as General Willlam
T. Clarke, who was nominated for Congress by
a convention, but not of A..J, Hamilton men.

No fault has been found with such men as
William T'. Clarke, whose military and civil re-
cords are withont blemish, No reason can be
glven for any Republican to oppose such men ns
Clarke, unless, to he sure, they are included in
the class that A, J. Hamilton bas denouneed
from the stump and called carpet-baggers and
sealawngs.

The cirenmstances all considered. I nm con-
strained to belleve that the coalition which has
been charged as existing between the Conserva-
tive or A, J. Hamilton Republicans and the De-
m(;('n}lﬁ (generally ex-Rebels), does actually
eXIst,

The platforms of the two wings of the Repub-
llean party are precisely the same, The radi-
cul wing act out thelr professions of adherence
to the Recoustruction laws of Congress, and pre-
sent for ofiice men who are qualified nnder these
laws.

The conservative wing frequently nominate
men for office who are kuown to he disqualified
under the Reconstruction Iaws, but who are also
known to be neceptable to the Democrats.

The success of the A, J. Hamilton fnetion, as
it will'be produced by Demoeratic votes, will be
the defeat of Republicanism in Texns, and will
putl the State in the hands of the very men who,
during the entire period of the Rebellion, ex-
erted every nerve Lo destroy the Union, and who
have uniformly opposed the Reconstruetion lnws

Our Helatlons with er Discussed In the
CUnbinet.

It i1 now definitely ascertained that Cuban
matters were fully discussed by the Cabinet
meeting on Friday. No conclusive action was
tuken, it being thought best to wiit o few days
and settle upon some nction at the next regular
meeting.

Minister Bickles did not exceed his instroe-
tions. Acting atall times under instructions from
Mr. Fish, he presented the Cuban propositions
at .\iadrid, and offered the mediation of the
United States. The mediation was nucePwd, but
the Cuban propositions were replaced by a set
offered by Spain, They were rejected at onde by
the Cubans anpd the original propositions again
urged, but 8pain has not yet acted upon thom.
They ure still before the Spanish Government,
and the trouble lies just in o few words said by
Minister 8ickles, with full knowledge of Mr. Fish,
in reference to the delay. Gen, ¢ ickles’ note con-
tainedin substance the following: *“The mediation
of the Unpited States hus been Kindly accepted
by Spaln, The American people cannot under-
stand the eange of your delay in acting upon the

ywopositlons offered by thelr Government on bes

ml# of Cuba. Public opinion In the United
States may force my Government to recognize
the belligerent rights of the Cubuns.” This ac«
tion was decided upon at Cabinet mecting on
August 8lst, nud by reference to my despatch of
Seprember 1st, it will be seen stated there that
General Sickles was ordered on that day to ask
for final action on the Cuban propositions in
pureuance of the action of our Cabinet, sud the
rensons for demending enrly action wiven ih the
above note were furnished by Mr. Fish, with full
knowledge of the administration.

The sccret of the notge and hubbub created by
Gepernl Bickles' note les in the fact that in
Spain the leaders rule the people, while here the
people rule the _lv.'nlm'.-, and Spaniards cannot
appreciate the difference In the two forms of
government. The boast of the Spanish lenders
that 24,000 regular troops must be sent Lo Cuba
{s claimed by the Cubans to be a mere dodge to
frighten Mr. Fish and test the probability of an
alliance of the great powerd, They cannot be
spured from Spain. The Regency party, tha Care
1iste, the Isnbellaninos. and the Republicans must
be mansged by the strong arm of the govern-
ment, and o milida cannot be ralsed that
will unite in putting down either party in case
of a rise, Spaln bas lost 75 per cent. of the
regular troops sent to Cuba. Lost winter, at the
beginning of the campaizn, ghe had 27,000 on
the lalund. Even should 24,000 be sent now, she
wonld still have less avallable force in Cuba st
the beginning of this winter campaign thun she
had lust year at the sume time, Meantime the
rebellion hus assumed three times Its then pro-
portions, and gains strength daily. By the time
of the next Cnbinet. meeting the smoke will
probably have cleared awiy, and the people of
e warld swill have begun to knew the real state
of affalre.
